Water Rates Upped 
By Pahokee Council 


The Pahokee City Council Tues- 
day night passed an ordinance 
raising water rates and services as 


follows: One-half inch line, month- | 


ly minimum raised from 2 to $2.50 
and service connection from $5 to 
$15; three-fourth inch liné, month- 
ly minimum raised from $3 to $4 
and service connection, from $10 to 
$17.50; one inch ine, ‚monthly 
minimum raised from $4 .to '$6 
and service. connection, from $15 
to $25. The charge for water used 
in excess of the monthly minimum 
was raised from 30 cents to 40 
cents per one thousand gallons and 
the turnoff charge was increased 
from 50 cents to-$1. It was an- 
nounced that if water bills past due 
are not paid immediately service 
will be cut off.

TALLAHASSEE — Safeguard- 
ing an area the size of the Central 
and Southern District, one-fourth 
of Florida, from flood and drought 
is a task that is as complicated as 
it is gigantic. 

That was an engineering opiniog 
expressed by Col. A. G: Matthews, 
chief engineer of the State Divis- 
ion of Water Survey and Research, 
here this week in explanation of 
part of the plan for water control 
in that section of the state. 

To illustrate, he described the 
current project plans for a. huge 
1,500 square mile water conserva- 
tion area, twice the size of Lake
